THE ABOVE OFFICERS WERE WORKING AS CONTRACTED, UNIFORMED 
SECURITY OFFICERS FOR THE HOLLYWOOD BUSINESS IMPROVEMENT 
DISTRICT/ ANDREWS INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, 6801 HOLLYWOOD BLVD. 
SUITE # 169, HOLLYWOOD, CA. 90028. 


INVESTIGATION: 


DURING THE COURSE OF OUR DUTIES, WE RECEIVED A RADIO CALL 
REGARDING A MALE SUBJECT CAUSING A DISTURBANCE AND TRESPASSING AT 
THE “STARBUCKS,” LOCATED AT 6290 SUNSET BLVD., HOLLYWOOD, 
CALIFORNIA. UPON OUR ARRIVAL WE COULD HEAR A MAN YELLING LOUDLY. 
WE THEN SAW A MALE WHITE ADULT, (6’02”, 170, BRIGHT BLUE EYES, LONG 
BROWN HAIR, WHITE LONG SLEEVE SHIRT AND BLUE JEANS, LATER 
IDENTIFIED AS DEFT. SLAWSON), STANDING AROUND CUSTOMERS (2-3 FEET 
AWAY), WITH A GREEN “BECKS” BEER BOTTLE IN HIS RIGHT HAND AND A 
“VOSS” GLASS WATER BOTTLE IN HIS LEFT HAND. THE DEFT. THEN 
SHATTERED THE GLASS BEER BOTTLE ON THE FLOOR, CAUSING THE PATRONS 
OF THE STORE TO BACK AWAY FROM HIM. 


WE THEN ENTERED THE STORE AND WE ORDERED HIM TO PLACE HIS HANDS 
BEHIND HIS BACK. OFFICER TRUJILLO TOOK CONTROL OF HIS RIGHT ARM AND 
I OF HIS LEFT. WE PLACED HIM INTO HANDCUFFS WITHOUT ANY USE OF 
FORCE OR INCIDENT. THE HANDCUFFS WERE LATER ADJUSTED AND DOUBLE 
LOCKED. 


IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT THERE WERE TWO SHATTERED BEER BOTTLES ON 
THE FLOOR AND HE ALSO DROPPED THE “VOSS” WATER BOTTLE UPON TAKING 
HIM INTO CUSTODY. 


ARREST: 

THE DEFENDANT WAS ADVISED THAT UNDER THE POWERS OF ARREST 
GRANTED UNDER 837 PC, HE WAS BEING PLACED UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS 
ARREST FOR 602 PC “TRESPASSING”. I RADIOED OUR INCIDENT TO E40, SGT. 
REYES, AND ASKED FOR A TRANSPORTATION VEHICLE, DUE TO BEING IN A 
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COMPANY TRUCK. FB-2 (OFFICER WATKINS AND SWELL) ARRIVED AND 
TRANSPORTED DEFT. SLAWSON. 


DEFENDANT WAS THEN TRANSPORTED TO THE HOLLYWOOD POLICE STATION 
AND BOOKED UNDER INCIDENT NO. 14- , UNDER THE APPROVAL OF 
WATCH COMMANDER SGT. VIDAL. IT SHOULD BE NOTED THAT SGT. VIDAL 
WANTED HIM TO BE BOOKED, DUE TO DEFT. SLAWSON’S UNCOOPERATIVE 
BEHAVIOR AND REFUSING TO PROVIDE OR HAVE ANY IDENTIFICATION. 


VICTIM / WITNESS STATEMENT: 


DURING THE ARREST, I CONTACTED THE REPORTING PARTY / VICTIM (STORE 
MANAGER SAUL NEWTON (323)464-1859 / CELL (503) 516-7359) THAT STATED 
THE FOLLOWING IN SUBSTANCE: 


THE DEFT. HAD WALKED INTO THE STORE AND SAT DOWN AS HE WAS 
DRINKING A BEER FROM A GREEN BOTTLE. V/NEWTON THEN ASKED HIM TO 
PLEASE LEAVE THE STORE BECAUSE HIS DRINKING OF THE BEER WAS NOT 
PERMITTED. DEFT. SLAWSON BECAME ANGRY AND STARTED TO YELL AT HIM, 
AND V/NEWTON FEARED FOR HIS SAFETY AND THE PATRONS IN THE STORE 
AND CALLED BID PATROL TO HAVE HIM ARRESTED OR REMOVED FROM THE 
PROPERTY. V/NEWTON STATED THAT THE DEFT. HAD BEEN INSIDE THE STORE 
ON PREVIOUS OCCASIONS AND HAD CREATED DISTURBANCES. V/NEWTON 
WAS PRESENTED WITH A PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST FORM, WHICH HE SIGNED
